Meost of the Citizens Adivsory 
Committee"s (CAC) recommenda- 
tions to the Board were drowned 
out by the noisy crowd that was in 
no mood to accept anything from 
the CAC. A notable recommenda- 


on addressed to the Board was 
that the schools should start a 
Vigorous campaign to Tecruit and 
hire minority teachers andadminis- 
trators ip order to correct the 
existing imbalance of an over- 
whelmingly white majority in staff 
members. More minority members 
should be hired to fill the available 
Vacancies ” until `integration jls 
achieved among the professional 
ranks as wejll as among the student 
population. 

After a recess the audience had 
their chance to address the Board. 
Each speaker who spoke against 
busing drew loud cheers and ap- 
plause fom the audience. Ralph 
Lee，Ythe -chairman of the Con- 


| cerned Chinese Parents Group， 


asked the Board where they were 
the evening before when the Chi- 
nese community invited them to 
Chinatown to listen to the commmu- 
nity's feelings on busing and inte- 
你 ation. He continued, “Since the 
Board would not go to Chinatown， 
we，the Chinatown community， 
came to you.”Ernest Wong, for- 
Imer president of the Chinese Six 
Companies，drew wild applause 
when he said，“Tm looking at the 
eight of you (Board members). Tell 
Ine,， do you see a Chinese among 
YOU ” 

Ben Iom，whom the Concermed 
Chinese Parents Group criticized 
for not being representative of the 
feelings of the Chinese commumnity， 
defended his position, saying that 
“Tam doing what Ithink isright .. . 
and, in the longrun,representative 
of the higher aspirations of our Chi- 
nese people.” 

Meanwhile some Blacks had 
joined theaudience andnoted with 
interest that the Chinese were over- 
whbelmingly supportive of anti-bus- 
ing, anti-integrationremarks. Some 
turned to their neighboring Chi- 
nese and said that the whites were 
“using them.” The Chinese an- 
swered with “You shutup.?” 

39o the meeting went on noisily in 
the auditorium. Outside in the hall- 
way stood a small group of Chinese 
women and children，much bewil- 
dered by the maze of corridors and 
the English spoken all around 
them。 Their imnmediate concern 
was to find someone who could 


direct them to the nearest javatory.

On UBAC protest 


A fortnight ago, four score Asian 
Americans picketed against Jerome 
Hull, president of the United Bay 
Area Crusade, at the Fairmont Ho- 
tel. Hull was inside the hotel receiv- 

jing the 1971 Human Relations 
Award from the American Jewish 
Cormmittee. 

TIhe demonstrators sought to 
point out “the contradiction of 
Hull receiving  a humanitarian 
award while withholding UBAC 
funds from Asian and other Third 
World community projects.?” 

“Al we ask is our fair share，,2” 
imnplored 及 az Maniza，one of the 
protesters. 

Near the conclusion of the dem- 
onstration, picketers Jeff Moriand 
Phil Nakamura accosted Wilson 
Riles，State of California Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction, as 
he was on his way into the dinner. 
Wpen informed of the nature of the 
protest against Hujl，Riles ex- 
pressed sympathy with the posi- 
tion of the Asians toward UBAC 
and promijsed to confront Hull on 
the matter at the dinner. 

“IT wish you had told me about 
the (UBAC'S pojlicy toward minor- 
ity communities) before,” said 
Riles.“I wouldn't have driven all 
the way .fom Sacramento to at- 
tend this dinner.” 

The protest was coordinated by 
the United Asian Coalition under 
the direction of Nakamura and 
Gordon Lau， 

The demonstration was called as 
aresult of UBAC's rejection of a 
demand by the Asian，Black and 
Latino goups for the immediate 
allocation of the “New Directions 
Fund ”to minority communities. 


Parents irk 


at board's 
absence 


They flocked in droves with their 
young ones in tow to Comimodore 
Stockton :School for the meeting 
there on Wednesday eyening, June 
2. By 7:30 p.m., when the meeting 
was to begin, the auditorium Was 
packed to capacity with people sit- 
ting and standing on every inch of 
avVailable space-. 

The occasion was the meeting 
called by the Concerned Chinese 
Parents Group (CCPG). The origi- 
nal purpose of the meeting was to 
provide the Chinese community 
with an opportunity to voice their 
feelings about busing to the Board 
of 卫 ducation. Invitations were sent 
out to al members of the Board 
requesting their presence at the 
Imeeting. However, no Board mem- 
ber attended the meeting. 

The CCPG was obviously disap- 
pointed and angered by the appar- 
ent lack of responsiveness' of the 
Board in not accepting their re- 
quest to meet with the Chinese 
community. They went ahead with 
the Imeeting anyway. The news 
media had been alerted about the

Last year UBAC had earmarked 
$800,000 for a “New Directions 
Fundqd” specifically for programs in 
Asian, Black and Latino communi- 
ties. However, the funds havebeen 
extremely slow in coming through， 
and some of Thursday?s protesters 
maintained that UBAChad already 
diverted as much as $200,000 away 
from the fund. 

The May 27th demonstration 
was actuajlly the latest in a series of 
dissatisfactions that Asians and 
other minority communities have 
had with UBAC. 


Historically，these dissatisfac- 
tions first surfaced in March of 
1970 when members from various 
Asian community organizations 
banded together to form the 
United Asian Coalition. The Coali- 
tion sought to sensitize UBAC to 
the pressing needs of Asian com- 
munities 一 particularly among the 
recent immigrants and the aged 一 
and to emphasize the need for 
Asian community members to rep- 
resent their community on every 
decision-making level within 
UBAC. 


At that time, spokesmen for the 
Coalition had pointed out that 
while Asians in the Bay Area had 
always given “their fair share” to 
UBAC，UBAC has allocated in the 
past little of its budget to projects 
in Asian communities. 


Oil firm 
Sued over 
spillage 


MARTINEZ，Calif.--The owner 
of a Richmond fish bait business 
has filed a $5 mijllion complaint 
against Standard Oil Co., contend- 
ing oil spills from company piers 
and ships are destroying San Fran- 
cisco Bay marine life. 

The cormplaint asserts that de- 
spite repeated written . warnings 
during thepastfour years Standard 
has failed to prevent the spills. 

Daniel Owyang，who filed the 
suit，operates the Red Rock Bait 
and Tackle Co. at Castro Point just 
above the Richmond-San Rafael 
Bridqge. It is adjacent to Standard 
Oil and Chevron piers in Rich- 
Iond. 

Owyang contends that the oil has 
been killing off and contaminating 
bait 和 sh，shrimp，and the marine 
life on which sport fish feed. 

Oil has also damaged his boats， 
bait tanks, and other fishing equip- 
ment, according to the suit. 

Owyang saidthc Jan.18 collision 
between the Oregon Standard and 
the Arizona Standard caused an in- 
definite contamination of water 
and marine life in the bay. 

Chevron，which operated the 
two tankers that collided under the 
Golden Gate Bridge in January， 
and its Parent corporation，Stan- 
dard Oil are named as defendants 
in the complaint.

SCHOOL INTEGRATION 
My face for all the world to see. By now the countIy 
knows that Chinatown parents are Uptight over the San 
Francisco_ Unified School District's integration plans. Their 
anger and brotest Were recorded and relayed over the prTess 
wires to the rest of the country. While locally, the sad scene 


was Seen on the telly screen by thousands. 
Two things seem to be evident from last TIhursday s dem- 


onstration: 


1. The Chinese parents weie Organlized by a group to 
protest as a mob. Monitors were stationed at strateglic points 
to direct the audience when to jeer, to stomp their feet in 
unison in derison. Or wildly cheer and applaud when an 
anti-busing speaker Score a point. 

At one point, Board of Education President Dr. Zuretti 
Goosbytold the audience“Tm sure you wouldn't let YOUT 
children act this way, and this is some example you are set- 
ting for them. This is a sad commentary on the people of 


OUI city.” 


2. The barents were Immost bitter that the San Francisco 

Unified School District for failing to inform and prepare 
_them for what was happening. They were given eight plans 
for integration and to choose four which were acceptable. 

Both the Chinese American Citizens Alliance and the Con- 
cerned Chinese Parents Organjzation:s spokesmen Voiced 
“the serious lack of communication”between the School 
board and the Chinese community. 

The sad part of this mad confusion is that the Chinese 
parents are being manipulated by white Tacists who are 
playing one minority against another minority. 

Busing is not the issue at stake. Integration is. It is the 
law of the land to have integrated schools. Busing is but 
amean to achieve that that end. If necessary, the children 


may walk to the school assigned, ride a bicycle, or 计 affluent，

The Unified School District could have done a _ better 
job of public relation in preparing the parents for the trau- 
matic move. Nothing was done until two weeks ago when 3 
subcommittee met with parents and gave them a choice of 
selecting four plans from eight. 

There is also a resentment against the“established”jlea- 
dership in Chinatown. As far back as last December when 
the Richmond Complex plan when into effect people knew 
that integration was coming their way.No one asked, “What 
can We do?

Three years ago there was no con- 
sistently effective voice speaking 
up at the Board of 了 ducation for 
the Chinese，until a few of us who 
are Concerned about Chinese needs 
began to speak up for the Chinese 
Week after week at conference and 
Board meetings to. make sure that 
the Chinese commumnity is being 
treated equitably, that we get our 
fair share of money and resources. 


TI ask these parents: where were 
YOUIT now-So-vocal  Spokesmen 
when we needed them to Support 
our demands for better schools in 
Chinatown? Where were yo when 
we asked that you come to meet- 
ings to help us make decisions? Do 
you Parents think that people like 
Ralph Lee and Supervisor Barba- 
gelata will continue to speak up for 


you after this is over? Will they- 


continue to appear before the 
Board of Education meeting after 
meeting to see that your children 
get good textbooks, good teachers 
and good programs related to the 
needs of the Chinese?

The San Francisco School Board 
has submitted its plan for achieving 
racial balance in the schools via 
busing，and the refuse has hit the 
cooling agent. It is interesting to 
specujlate on the furor that would 
ensue 放 the legal machinery pro-: 
ceeded with equal vigor to correct 
the racial imbalance among admin- 
istrators and full-time teachers in 
San Francisco schools, 

Of course, there was a furor when 
Iinority personnel were promoted 
OoVer whites with the same amount 
of experience, but that method of 
racial balancing, when comparedto 
the busing Plan，mnust be con- 
sidered a more moderate method. 
Minority representation in the ad- 
Iministrative and instructive ranks 
of San Francisco schools is im- 
Proving, slowjly. 

Although there are only 34.9 per 
cent“other white”(to distinguish 
them from Spanish Americans) stu- 
dents in primary and secondary 
schools，there are 82 per cent 
“other white”administrators and 
80 per cent “other white”full-time 
teachers. As of October 1970,， ac- 
cording to the School District?s 
own survey,， 81 per cent of elemen- 
tary school administrators and 79 
per cent of the full-time teachers 
were white. 

The Chinese community has 14.8 


per cent of the students but only5 


Per cent of the full-time teachers 
and only 3 per cent of theadminis- 
trators in San Francisco lower edu- 
cation. Children do not have 
unions and human rights comzmnis- 
sions behind them so they can be 
bused to achieve racial imbalance， 
but 填 45 per cent of the white 
administrators and teachers were 
suddenly commanded. to travel 
elsewhere to work, there would be 
a noise heardround the world. Mo 
one is suggesting Such a radical 
step. Perhaps the Board of 了 duca- 
tion and the Federal courts camn 
come up with a more moderate 
solution than the present busing
